There are many curious reports cir- 
tHinting about the capital concerning 
the intentions of the remaining aging 
justices on the Bench. One of the most 
persistent is that Justice Van Devanter 
timed hic retirement appropriately on 
the day the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee voted on the Roosevelt enlargement 
program with the plain intent of weak­ 
ening the Roosevelt case. Two or more 
additional retirements as the Senate 
debates the bill would be calculated to 
further weaken the support for the 
President’s program.
